Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Attorneys kindly discussed with examiner the invention 
of the application "INTEGRATED MEDICATION DELIVERY SYSTEM". Applicant's representatives professionally and 
efficiently discussed certain features of the instant invention that they considered particularly novel and worth 
distinguishing over the prior art of record, the static pump chamber and there simultaneous actuator mechanism. 
Proposed claim language to independent claims 183 and 189 of "the pump chamber is static with the base housing" 
was discussed briefly. Applicant further discussed additional claim language to better distinguish the actuator 
mechanism over the prior art (Archibald/Epstein). Specifically how the inlet and outlet ports were simultaneously 
engaged by ther actuator over the Epsteins stepper motor motivated action. Examiner advised the applicant that the 
term "actuator" can be construed to apply to a wide range of elements. It is recommended that the applicant greater 
define structures that are not shown in the prior art of record and greater defince the operational/functional limitations 
that the applicants elements can carry out over the prior art of record. It is recommended to applicant to add both 
amendments to the claims adding a "static" pump chamber with the base housing, along with adding claim language 
that greater defines and differentiates the actuator mechanism and its regulation of the inlet and outlet ports, to over 
come the art of record (Archibald/Epstien). Proposed language by the applicant (of the static chamber and actuator) 
would appear to overcome the prior art of record if amendments were made to the claims, but further considereation 
and search would be needed by the examiner (to see if the proposed amendments do not read on alternate 
embodiments or other prior art references) . 
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
